Its area is 195 square 
miles, of which 78 miles are in 
Washoe.Orrasbyand Donglas coun- 
ty, Nevada. It is the source of the 
Truckee river, which empties into 
Pyramid Lake in Washoe county, 
and in rainy seasons discharges a 
part of its waters into Winnetnuc- 
ca lake.

ests of pine and fir with which Na- 


row ridge.
